Did the Dobsons lay the original cornerstone of Western? Not really, although for thirty years Mr. and Mrs. Dobson have watched 
and participated in the formation of Calgary's foremost high school as it has grown from a technical school to a multi-complex institu¬ 
tion. 

In forty-two years of combined experience here, Mr. and Mrs. Dobson have provided an ideal both as a family unit and as a 
teaching team. Never, however, have they allowed their relationship to interfere with their combined vocation and avocation ( 'They're 
married!?" has been the delayed reaction of many students). 

Most of all, the Dobsons have given of themselves to the school. They are an example of scholarship and of dedication to their 
students. 

They have contributed to many facets of Western, especially to the arts and humanities and to many students activities such as 
the Students' Council. Am . above all,— the 'Acatec"! 

Mr. Dobson has been teaching ever since he got out of short pants. Before coming to Western, he taught at several country 
schools (including Cutknife, where Mac the Knife read the "Cutknife Grinder") and many schools within Calgary. His tenure as Dean 
of Men and Director of Physical Education at Mount Royal College made his arrival at Western a welcome relief. While still a bachelor, 
he taught for three years at the Technical High School (now our East Wing); but in 1941, now married to an Albertan lass he had met 
while in Scotland as an exchange teacher, he joined the English faculty of Western Composite High School, where he remained for 
twenty-seven years. He became Head of the English Department and in 1955 joined the administration as assistant principal (though he 
never got English out of his blood). 

Similarly Mrs. Dobson taught at many schools in and around Calgary from the primary to the high school level. When she joined 
her husband at Western in 1956, she commanded classes of French and music. Since then, Mrs. Dobson has replaced music with guidance, 
becoming the girls' second best friend. 

Together, over the years, they have been acquainted with most of Western's students; Mr. Dobson knows the bad ones and Mrs. 
Dobson the good ones. And they have fared just as well in putting up with the thousands and thousands of kids as the kids have in put¬ 
ting up with them. 

To extend their influence, and to cement the dynasty, the Dobsons sent along a son and a daughter Shelagh and Rick have found 
that there are just as many advantages (there is no problem if a lunch is forgotten) as disadvantages in having their parents around. 

But even the most competent reign must end. Mr. Dobson is retiring this year and Mrs. Dobson is taking a one-year leave of ab¬ 
sence to allow them to spend some time at that little shop in Heidelberg that serves the best Italian ice-cream in the world. Neither 
however, will escape teaching completely; it is their blood now. Mr. Dobson, in the years to come, will probably devote himself to 
adult education as well as to his many other interests in Calgary, while Mrs. Dobson will be returning to Western, unless the experience 
of a peaceful, loudspeaker-less environment overwhelms her. 

Western without the Dobsons will, of course, seem a little strange, just as the Dobsons will have to accustom themselves to life 
without Western. The students and staff of Western wish them the best of luck and happiness, remembering the maxim, "Life just be¬ 
gins when teaching ends". 
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EDITOR'S FORWARD 


This is Western 1967-1968, presented in the thirty-first edition of the Acatec. It is an 
attempt to picture ten of those months when life, to a large extent, was that huge brick 
building on Seventeenth Avenue. 

What, however, will these months spent at Western mean in the future to us, her 
alumni? Probably quite a lot, for it has been Western's job, as it is of the whole public school 
system, to initiate us into the community, to make us productive members of the society. 

In fact, our schools seem to be the reproductive organs of society. They ensure that we 
will fit into the established day-to-day patterns of life-a jacket-and-tie job, two cars, and a 
mortgaged home. Through the school, we are introduced and converted to what the com¬ 
munity thinks to her opinionsand prejudices that the hippy movement is bad, and even what, 
in literature, is "in". Elementary schooling is not enough today for this process to be com¬ 
pleted, so twelve years of education is essential for almost any job; with less, we may not 
yet be completely initiated. 

Western, like all schools, encourages dances and athletics and personal friendships, 
those activities that will probably take up more and more of our time after graduation, as 
computers make work, as we know it, obsolete. Usually, though, school has ignored another 
kind of social activity, that which encourages and precipitates change in society. We study 
poverty in Africa, Asia, and South America but not in Calgary and in Canada, where these 
conditions flourish and where we, as individuals, could try to remedy them. But resistance 
to change is the make-up of society, and Western must make society's traditions ours. 

And society's traditions will soon become ours. Then, we will want to look back at 
these years of our lives — our high-school vears. 

The Acatec is an attempt to provide many moments of nostalgia in its portrayal of the 
people, places, and events — the life of Western Canada High School, 1967-1968. The year¬ 
book staff has incorporated several innovations into this year's volume (you will find them 
as you look through the book); we hope they are successful in presenting our school. 

The Acatec staff deserves many thanks, not only for giving up many hours of their 
time and for working with dedication, but also for putting up with the irascible editor for 
ten months. Nor would the yearbook be possible without the co-operation of the faculty 
and the whole student body, especially Moreen Mores, who designed the cover and the 
divider pages. 

I hope that this volume will provide many hours of pleasant browsing to all the 
students of Western, but especially to the graduating class of 1968.

After scanning various yearbooks, I am still not sure whether I am supposed to elaborate on the Stu¬ 
dents' Councils' glories in 1967-1968, justify myself, deliver a farewell message, or fill some empty space in 
the yearbook. How about a little mix? 

Frankly, when I decided to run for President, I was full of illusions. The grand awakening came fast 
with two realizations. To change a major aspect of the school takes many years. This requires a series of 
presidents with the same diplomatic policies and outlook. This is one reason why, over the years we do not 
get too much done. The second realization was, that some things cannot YET be changed. Maybe in five 
years, but not now. 

To get the maximum benefit out of a Students' Council, there are some essentials; some we had, 
some we didn’t. At least five council executives have to have the time and enthusiasm to hold weekly meet¬ 
ings, not only to discuss an agenda, but to discuss projects, approaches and problems. The council itself 
must not become a clique, but must communicate freely with the students and the teachers. On the election 
day for next year's council, I heard teachers express that there was a breakdown of communications between 
the administration and the Students' Council. I disagree. The executive knew what was going on, but the 
students didn't. 

A word about our being ineffective and being run by the administration. During the whole year, we 
had only one deadlock (the choice of the band for the Graduation Dance). On other occasions, we exper¬ 
ienced limitations (dances), but mere opposition never made the council ineffective. Within a reasonable 
framework that expands every year, we can do what we want. It is a pity that so few get involved in student 
affairs, because one year being active in a council is worth at least as much as one subject from our curricu¬ 
lum. I would not have wanted to miss the experience as your President; thanks for giving me the opportunity.

During this year especially, young people of this 
continent have been concerned over imperfections, 
deficiencies, and injustices which permeate our so¬ 
ciety. Students have attacked the regulations and 
the administration of universities, and “hippies" 
have protested passively yet eloquently against nar¬ 
row, selfish aims of our western civilization. 

Many of these protests that are understandable 
and acceptable will falter and fail because their 
supporters are seeking complete and final solutions 
to all problems. And in our world there are com¬ 
plete and final solutions to nothing. In the realm 
of human relationships about all that can be ac¬ 
hieved are compromises. 

A family, as everyone knows, must find compro¬ 
mises in order to find happiness. A club, a com¬ 
pany, a school must each within itself find agree¬ 
ment or it will dissolve. An individual can never 
attain all that he desires. He must accept event¬ 
ually what success is possible within his own cir¬ 
cumstances and capabilities. 

No man in this world has been more aware of the 
requirements of compromise than our former Prime 
Minister, Mr Lester Pearson. He has become inter¬ 
nationally famous because of his ability to effect 
compromises within the most tangled problems of 
our civilization. 

Problems are not all black or white in color or all 
right or all wrong They are usually gray in com¬ 
plexion with reasons for agreements and dissents 
that people find in them. And it is in the recogni¬ 
tion of these facts that people may find ultimately 
a solution to some of the difficulties that burden 
and harass the world.

There is a tendency among modern youth to criti¬ 
cize the generation of their parents and what they 
have accomplished in the reaim of human relations.

None but a fool would think it is. The better society 
will be built by those of our students who have been 
trained in their homes, their communities, and at 
school to accept responsibility first of all for their own 
actions and later for the actions of their fellow men. 

The graduates of Western now number in the thou¬ 
sands and include many distinguished men and women. 
There are many, many more who are eminently succ¬ 
essful and useful citizens. The ultimate measure of any 
man or woman is not what he says or thinks, but 
rather what he or she does. 

It is the hope of the teachers and the administration 
of this school that each student in the school will 
become a responsible and creative citizen - a credit 
to his parents, to the school, and above all to himself.

What is graduation? Many people say that it is the end of one 
phase of life and the beginning of another. Others say it doesn't 
really mean anything. But graduation is one of the few times in life 
when we can stop the world for a moment, get off, and look back on 
ourselves. 

How have we changed in the time between the first assembly 
in grade ten, and now, the last one in grade twelve? And how will we 
change again in the next three years? Graduation is a time to observe 
this change .... Although it seems much longer, it was only three 
years ago that we entered grade ten. I remember the first assembly 
very clearly, because that was the year they hadn't turned the heat 
on.

And we were busy with all the things going on: the 
basketball games, and the volleyball at noon, rehearsals for the play, 
orchestra, choir, and track team. And in grade ten, we were intro¬ 
duced to that fantastic event, known only in Western Canada High 
School, - Western Night! Then there was the art sale, and the Queen 
Dance and the Operetta . . . and in between, sometimes, there was 
school! 

In grade eleven, things changed again. Although we didn't 
look that much different from the first time we walked in in grade 
ten, we were older, and more aware of what was going on outside 
Western. Grade eleven was an intermediate year. This was the year 
when many students began to discover who they were, and what they 
were interested in. Sometimes a class, like english, or art, or chem¬ 
istry would take on a new meaning. Or if a teacher said something in 
a different wav, it brought the subject to life. Suddenly, for the 
first time in our school careers, we began to think and to reason. 

Grade eleven was eventful in many ways. That year the Cen¬ 
tennial garden was born. Tons of cement, hundreds of bottle caps, 
mosaic tiles and tulip bulbs went into creating a beautiful garden, 
and something distinctly from Western Canada. And finally, after all 
our fire drills, we actually had a fire! Fortunately, a boy who was 
skipping saw it and saved Western! 

The time passed from the Christmas Assembly with the Candy 
House, and the children from the Booth Memorial Home, and the 
W.C.H.S.E.S.C.O.,-to Western Night with the live chicken on the 
dance floor,-to Easter Exams, and finally, to the nineteenth of June, 
and the end of our second High School year. In our last year at 
Western, our Grade Twelve year, the school really belonged to us. 

We were the senior students, the ones who knew all the ins and 
outs; the ones who would leave at the end of the year, while all 
the others remained. 

In our Grade Twelve year, the Teachers made a special effort 
for us. They marked our papers first, made review sheets for us, 
they gave up their evenings so that we could use the library to 
study. In spite of the finals, for which we were supposed to be 
studying, we did more this year than ever before. There was more 
of everything: more dances, more plays, more rallies. In The Miles 
for Millions March, we raised more money and more blisters than 
anyone else. Both Teachers and Students contributed to all this 
activity. Everyone remembers the Artist of the Week displays, and 
Mr. Wenzel's impassioned plea to ban colouring books.

All the Math., 
the Social Studies, the football games, all of the Teachers and the 
students have left something with us, and we are different people 
for it. Ecologists say that not a leaf falls in the forest or a raindrop 
into the sea, but that the consequences of each happening must 
go on for all time, and spread through all space. 

The past, our years at Western Canada, have been the 
training ground for the future. Now, our time has come, and are 
we ready? 



Tonight marks the traditional end of twelve years )f 
formal education. These twelve years have seen educatio 
being drummed, prodded, and pushed into the minds of 
all of us. No longer will education be thrust upon us. . . 

There are many aids to comfortable living now or 
the drawing-boards or further advanced: automated high 
ways that guide cars; microwave ovens; synthetic food; 
flights to Europe in ninety minutes; individual rocket 
flights; hydrofoil ships and air-cushioned trains; pocket 
telephones; global television; and new health prospects 
through preventive and curative drugs. 

Before going overboard in admiration of all these 
things it is useful to remind ourselves that even the most 
ingeniously efficient tool, a computer or a research micrc 
scope, is only an extension of man's capabilities. 

To use the tools already in being, and to invent am 
use new tools, today's students must develop capability. 
This means not only spending more time in school but 
spending that time in a well-organized effort to learn. We 
need to adopt some of the principles of our ancestors, 
adapt a little to meet changed circumstances, accept a 
little from other people's experiences, and add a few trick 
of our own. Then we will be ready to apply known ex¬ 
pedients and methods to the untried situations that are 
bound to arise. . . . 

It is at this time that goals must be set. The trouble 
with most of us today is that we do not know exactly 
where we are going, but we are still in a hurry to get there 
It is the continual speed of our way of life that deludes 
people into thinking that they must speed with it. They 
never realized that slowing down, getting their bearings, 
and setting a course in which to follow is not only per¬ 
missible but essential today. 

The motto of our civilization is progress. It is 
likely that in less than one thousand days, men will be 
standing on the surface of the moon. In this day and 
age of computer technology, speed and change are the 
by-words. Progress. Time marches on. Progress forward 
and upward to new horizons. If we have the initiative, 
the future holds many joys for us. 

Picture this, we are living in the City of Calgary, 
Alberta, in the 

Picture this, we are living in the City of Calgary, 
Alberta, in the Republic of White English Protestant 
Canada. The year is 2068. Population here is only 
2,000,000-quite small in comparison with the city of 
the West Coast, population 25,000,000; or the city of 
New York, which now covers the entire New England 
States. The World population is now well over sixteen 
billion, two-thirds of which are communist and living 
in Europe and Southeast Asia. This population of six¬ 
teen billion represents about one acre of farmland per 
person, but in actuality represents about one person 
for every ten square yards in places like India and 
China. Here in Calgary, things are pretty well-off. Every 
day we would commute to work on the subway. There 
are no cars. When all the world's petroleum was used 
up twenty-five years ago, roads were all converted into 
housing schemes. We only go to work for three hours 
a day, and if it were not for a government bill guaran¬ 
teeing a minimum fifteen hour week to everyone, we 
probably would not be working at all. After work, all 
there is to do is to watch television-twenty-four hours 
of movies. There are no accessible recreation areas and 
fishing no longer exists. All the fish are dead, having 
died of DDT and detergent poisoning. Since the stop¬ 
pages of the internal combustion engine's use, one ot 
the biggest killers of humans has been stopped, with the 
result of increasing life-expectancy to 110 years of age. 
The largest single cause of death now seems to be suicide. 

If nothing is done to the present rates of human 
expansion and waste of natural resources, the picture I 
have presented probably represents an under-exaggera¬ 
tion of life in the year 2068. 

Our world today has many problems. 

These problems were neither created, nor wanted 
by us. They are the result of previous times, previous 
generations, and previous indiscretions. However, re¬ 
gardless of their origin, they must be solved. If we, 
the graduating class of 1968, are to accept the benefits 
left to us by our predecessors, we must accept the re¬ 
sponsibility of solving the problems also left to us. To 
fail in this task means the extinction of life as we know 
it. Our course is set. Obstacles must be overcome. And, 
we shall overcome! 
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To the Graduates 


The oldest citizens of our community, your grandparents, 
in their lifetimes moved from the era of the colonist carts to 
the era of space flight. You, in turn, will span the age from 
space flight to — what? 

Change has always been a condition of human existence 
but never have changes been so dramatic as they are today. 

Most obviously they occur in the field of technology. But at¬ 
titudes, institutions, moral standards, religious beliefs are be¬ 
ing modified at a pace which dismay and bewilder even young 
people. 

What is one reaction to this change? A sense of increas¬ 
ing powerlessness of the individual - an eerie feeling that events 
are manipulated by the pulling of strings and that nothing can 
be done about it. And so many settle down to their own pri¬ 
vate worlds, draw the curtains and lock the door. Astronaut 
John H. Glenn commented: 'A good many of us today are 
content to be fat, dumb and happy .... Many of us live in a 
chromium plated world where the major enemy we face is 
crabgrass!" 

One graduate has commented that to adjust oneself to 
the twentieth century is to face madness. Let us look beyond 
our own back yards to the world we live in. The multiuniver¬ 
sity, instant transcendentalism, urban sprawl, racial conflict, 
pollution of air and water resources, nerve gasses, obliteration 
bombing, a world in which nineteen of the richest countries 
of the world control three-quarters of the world's income but 
have only sixteen percent of its population. Even as long ago 
as .948 the Chairman of the Joint Chiefs of Staff of the Amer¬ 
ican aroied forces, General Bradley, speaking to the Boston 
Chamber of Commerce addressed blistering words: "Man is 
stumbling blindly through a spiritual darkness while toying 
with the precarious secrets of life and death. The world has 
achieved brilliance without wisdom, power without conscience. 
Ours is a world of nuclear giants and ethical infants. We know 
more about war than we know about'peace, more about killing 
than we know about living. This is our 20th century's claim 
to distinction and to progress." 

Has anyone ever been confronted by a greater, a more 
demanding challenge than that of the world which confronts 
you today? Seemingly insurmountable problems demand solu¬ 
tion, yet old guide lines are becoming blurred or are disappear¬ 
ing altogether: the compass needle fluctuates wildly. 

Anddo you say, "What can I do? I'm only one.” So 
you are. But so also were Buddha, Moses, Socrates, Jesus, 
Ghandi and Einstein. And so also was Martin Luther King. 

Find a cause big enough to call forth the best in you. 
Direct the currents of change. Do not be swept along by them. 
It is you who must answer to posterity.
